PREFACE. 


"pHIS  Catalogue  is  copied  from  the  official  catalogue  of  the 
Bethnal  Green  Museum,  to  which  some  additional  notes  have 
been  added. 

This  Collection  having  been  exhibited  for  so  many  years  at 
both  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  and  the  Bethnal  Green 
Museum,  needs  no  special  description.  It  has  been  described  by 
many  writers  on  art  subjects,  and  on  its  removal,  in  the  year  1888, 
from  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  to  the  Bethnal  Green 
Branch,*  it  was  further  increased  from  Mr.  Massey-Mainwaring’s 
residence.  The  exhibition  was  opened  by  the  then  President  of 
the  Board  of  Education.  The  most  recent  description  is  given 
by  Lady  Dilke  in  her  book,  “  French  Decoration  and  Furniture  in 
the  Eighteenth  Century ,  1901,”  in  which  the  Cafifieri  Commode  is 
illustrated.
